A Georgia paper Suys that many of the 
farmers of that State have now stored 
away in their money boxes all the wa) 
from 51.000 to $3,000 and 810.000 — the pro- 
ceeds of last year’s crops. This is more 
money than they have seen for a long time 
and they begin to feel rich already. 

These Georgia farmers have simply a 
foretaste of w hat awaita all the Southern 
husbandmen under the free system of labor 
which has been brought about by the war. 
‘and in a very few years., at the longest, 
they will come to acknowledge the benefl- 
cence of the change. Lands which have 
been abandoned and overgrown with 
brushwood, after their surface has been 
worn out, will once more be brought under | 4 
tillage, and be made to yield ‘bountiful 
crops. Much of the labor on large planta- 
tions. formerly performed by blacks, will 
now be done by mechanical implements. 
The hitherto insurmountable barrier of 
slavery having been broken down, skillful 
artisans. and laborers will scatter through 
the Southern States. The appearance ‘ot 
immigrants and the increase of population 
will create a demand for land and steadily 
enhance its price in the market. 

The Southern farmers will no longer 
have to feed and clothe young, old, infirm 
and ‘sick negroes, and maintain the gble- 
bodied during the inter-regnums between 
the plantin Seasons. “The freedmen will 
‘be contpefied to look after themselves. and 
their consequent increased manual labor 
will de so much addition to the material 
prosperity of the South. The Southern 
bee hive will be no longer overflowing 
with drones. The days of the cotton fac- 
tors. who have, in years gone by, obtained 
the lion's share of the creps, are already 
numbered.
